O” day this summer I had the plea- 
sure of having lunch with a former 
chairman of the Ethics Committee, a 
man with many, many years of service 
and experience in dental ethics. I was 
privileged to work with him as a member 
of his committee, and in my estimation, 
this man really knows every phase of 
the work of one of the most important 
committees of the Chicago Dental Society. 
I felt that all of you should have the op- 
portunity of hearing directly from him 
just how the Ethics Committee functions, 
for I know this subject is of interest to 
every member of our society. Here is the 
story, just as he presented it to me: 

The Ethics Board is comprised of the 
Ethics Chairman of each of the eight 
branches of the Chicago Dental Society 
and three members appointed by the 
Board of Directors to serve on the Ethics 
Commission, one appointed each year to 
serve a three-year term. The duties of the 
Ethics Board are as follows: (1) investi- 
gation of all complaints or infractions of 
the Code of Ethics and conduct of mem- 
bers, (2) investigation and recommenda- 
tion of acceptance or rejection of appli- 
cations for membership to the Board of 
Directors, (3) conducting of hearings to 
determine the truth of charges preferred 
against members and submitting recom- 


mendations to the Board of Directors. - 


The Ethics Committee meets each month 
except July and August, and its business 
consumes the entire afternoon of each 


meeting. The chairman meets with the 
Board of Directors at each of its 
to report the findings of the Committee. 
The majority of violations of the Code 
of Ethics are by dentists who have been 
out of school only a few years. This is 
probably due to too little knowledge of 
the Code of Ethics, insufficient instruction 


in this phase of dentistry in some of our ° 


dental colleges, and a lack of knowledge 
of the moral aspects of the practice of 
dentistry. One of the best sources of this 
knowledge is found in Ethics and Juris- 
prudence for Dentists, by Edmund Noyes, 
published in 1923. Dentists who have had 
a course, with this edition as a reference, 
are seldom called before the Ethics Board 
for a breach of the code. During the past 
years this branch of dental study has been 
dropped in many schools of dentistry 
even though it is extremely important to 
a young man starting his life work in the 
healing arts. 

Probably the most frequent violations 
are: improper signs, improper listings in 
directories, cards or ads in newspapers or 
church directories and calendars, dis- 
crediting other dentists’ work, unethical 
publicity, advertising fixed fees, and list- 
ing types of work for which one has no 

s license. Failure in professional 


loyalty and lack of adherence to high 
-professional standards are more in evi- 


dence from year to year. Today more and 
more group practices and smaller dental

N” that all self-employed dentists are under the Old Age and Survivors’ Insur- 
ance program it will be necessary for each dentist to have a “Social Security 
Account Number.” This is required by the Federal Insurance Contributions Act 
and must be entered in the OASI report self-employed persons make at the time 
they file their income tax returns for the previous year. To obtain your social security 
number you must obtain and complete an “Application for Social Security Number.” 
This is Form SS-5 of the Treasury Department, Internal Revenue Service. Blanks are 
obtainable from your nearest Social Security Administration District Office. See the 
list below. 

Questions about the situation of any particular individual can best be answered 
in conference with trained Tepresentatives of the Social Security Administration. 
These officials are located in the various Social Security Administration District 
Offices and for the convenience of our members we list those offices by address and 
telephone number for Cook, Lake and DuPage counties.

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EDITORIAL 


Better Dental Health 
Through Restorative Dentistry * 


The feeling has been growing in recent years that dentistry may be splintering 
itself into too many specialties. And, if that old saw is true that specialists learn 
more and more about less and less, until finally they know everything about 
nothing, this fear of overspecialization may be justified. There is no doubt, in 
this editor’s mind, that specialties in dentistry are inevitable and, within reason, 
are necessary and good for dentistry and the public which we serve. 

But, whether or not specialities are good, one important branch of dentistry 
seems to be left out because it is not, under ordinary circumstances, good material 
for specialization. Operative dentistry is the field so often neglected. One of 
the things a dentist can do best is to restore tooth structure to good appearance, 
contour and function. No replacement, no matter how skillfully constructed, is 
as good as the original, if it is well-formed and in good position. Yet restorative 
dentistry is often disregarded because it is not dramatic, and it is not as reward- 
ing financially as some of the other services in dentistry. If the physician found 
it easier and more remunerative to fit a wooden leg than to set and otherwise 
repair a fractured femur, Fred Astaire might be the oddity instead of “Peg Leg” 
Bates. 

“Filling” a tooth hasn’t been worth much more than two dollars for years. 
Silver is not as valuable as gold; but porcelain, be it only “synthetic porcelain,” 
is the prettiest of all. These false values and incorrect assumptions are not only 
tolerated by most dentists, but emphasized by some. Teeth should be restored 
to good form and function, not just “filled.” Cost of material should never be a 
part of our fee schedule; time and service are our only commodities. The fee 
for restoring a tooth should be large enough so that adequate cavity preparation, 
meticulous removal of decay, placement of cement base when needed, precise 
adaptation of the matrix, and careful insertion of the best restorative material 
is pleasant and profitable ‘occupation. No one else will educate the public to the 
need for this conservative approach. Only dentists have the knowledge to do 
this; and the dentists have the most to gain. 

Never regard operative or restorative dentistry lightly. Impress your patients 
with its value. Make the restorations strong and serviceable. Charge a fee com- 
mensurate with the time and effort expended. Dentistry is a health service, 
and conservative, restorative dentistry is usually the path to better dental 
health.—J.E.G.

centers are being built in outlying dis- 
tricts where the parking situation is less 
difficult, and many violations come before 
the Ethics Board in the naming of these 
centers, the signs used in connection with 
these centers and the outside lighting 
of such centers. Dentists contemplating 
practice in such centers should check 
with the Ethics Committee about naming 
such centers and the lighting and signs 
to be used. If there is a question in the 
mind of a dentist opening a new office in 
any location, the Ethics Committee will 
be glad to furnish any information which 
will help him avoid unethical procedure. 

The Code of Ethics is very clear but 
the interpretation of the code is some- 
times misunderstood by dentists. The 
code clearly states what is allowed or not 
allowed in the question of signs, letter- 
heads and stationery, listings in directo- 
ries, newspapers, church directories and 
calendars, and the kind of type to be 
used in listings in directories. Several 
changes have been made in the code in 
recent years. These have not been made 
available to all dentists, so it would be 
wise to check with the Ethics Commit- 
tee until the Society can print the revised 
code. This should be available soon. 

There you are, fellows—don’t you agree 
this is a very comprehensive story on 
Ethics? If any of you desire a copy of the 
Code of Ethics as it now stands, the Cen- 
tral Office will be happy to provide you 
with one.—Orville (Country) Larsen.

What is a Certified Dental Assistant? 

A Certified Dental Assistant is an as- 
sistant who has taken the American Den- 
tal Assistants Association Extension Study 
Course and successfully passed the writ- 
ten and practical examination. 

The 104-hour Extension Study Course 
is offered to members who desire to be- 
come a certified assistant. The course of 
study is planned by the American Dental 
Assistants Association Education Com- 
mittee with the aid of dental educators. 
The course covers the following subjects: 


Sterilization and Bacteriology, Local and 
General Anaesthesia for Oral Surgery, 
Dental Roentgenology, Dental Anatomy, 
Pathology, Oral Hygiene and Pedodon- 
tia, Dental Terminology, Diet and Nu- 
trition, Pharmacology, and Laboratory 
Technique. 

Classes are usually held on Wednesday 
evenings for three hours until the 104 
hours of study are completed. 

At the completion of the course the 
assistant may apply for examination to 
become certified. The student must have 
been a member of the Chicago Dental 
Assistants Association for at least one 
year and employed in a dental office for 
two years to be eligible to take the ex- 
amination. 

Certification is not a license or regis- 
tration, but a recognition of successful 
study and the fulfillment of membership 
and employment requirements. 


CHANGE OF ADDRESS
